Accommodation is provided for seating 750 
people on four floors, with. numerous ‘cosy 
corners, the largest number being available on 
the ground floor, which is entered from the 
main hall, and also from Johnson’s Court. 
Entering from the street-there is the main 
hall, with polished mahogany counters, island 
show cases, cash-desks, and o gs,  sur- 
mounted by a parcel gallery, and stairways 
winding down to the lower ground floor and 
= to the higher floors around a passenger 
iit. 

The first floor opens on. to a balcony, 
whereon in sunny ‘days Dublin people may 
take their tea in the open air~ in Grafton 
street. The second floor has four large win- 
dows overlooking the street. 

Kitchens ‘are placed on the lower ground 
floor and third. floor respectively, with ser- 
vice counters onal] floors 

There is a large bakehouse planned. over 
the ground floor café, fitted and equipped in 
a most modern manner, with oil-burning fuel 
for ovens. No smoke is emitted from these 
oil burners. 

A feature of the work is the mahogany fit- 
tings erected, also the stained glass windows. 

The front is in ‘‘ Biancola,” an - inlaid 
mosaic, manufactured by the Arts Pavement 
Company. 

The heating and ventilation systems are 
combined, the warm air being carried in 
ducts and extracted by fans on. the ground 
floor. 

A luxury touch is imparted lay coal fires 
in well grates, several of which are placed 
in each of the four rooms. 

As far as possible the work of construction 
and equipment has been carried out by Dublin 
contractors, and the finished appearance of 
the new café is a fine ‘tribute to Irish work- 
manship. All the rooms are laid in linoleum 
of the same pattern, and the stairs are 
carpeted.

Sir William Joynson-Hicks, the Home Sec- 
retarv, speaking at Isleworth on Monday, 
said he was not in the least decree alarmed 
at the prospects of the future of Britain. On 
the contrary, he was convinced that, just as 
twenty or thirty years after Waterloo great 
improvements took place in manufactures and 
industry with the heginning of the railway 
era and the development of steam, so we 
were now in for an electricity period, some- 
what akin to it, and the public wonld see 
developments of electrical science and enor. 
mous improvements throughout the manufac- 
tures and industries of the country. 

When the Government passed the. Elec- 
tricity Bill they were confident that the 
country was ripe for a great development of 
electrical power, and in the course of the 
next few years-—already. in fact, they could 
see it in some parts of the Midlands—they 
would see gigantic electrical wires stretching 
the country. They would see: elec- 
taken from these wires to the fac- 
Proposals were now on foot for carry- 
through those great trunk 
cables. That was hound to create an enor- 
mous mechanical and commercial develop- 
ment. Costs of production would be reduced. 
and. though not at first. it would mean later 
much more work for the people of Britain. 
It might take us a little longer to pull 
through than after the Napoleonic Wars. but 
that we shonld pull through he had not the 
slightest doubt.

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MELTING STEEL BY 
ELECTRICITY,

A method of ‘melting steel by means of 
high frequency electricity was demonstrated 
at the Imperial Steel Works of Messrs. Edgar 
Allen and Co., Sheffield... The firm have in- 
stalled an Ajax-Northrop high frequency 
furnace, which is the first of its kind in the 
world to be used commercially for the manu- 
facture of high quality tool steel. It marks 
a striking advance on the  old-established 
crucible process, in. which pots contaihing 
about .601b, of material are ‘heated hy coke 
or gas fires. 
In the new furnace about 450!b. of steel 
are heated in an hour. The great point is 
that the heat is net put into the farnace 
from outside, but is indaced within it by 
means of an alternating current of. elec- 
tricity. The walls of the crucible merely 
serve the purpose of a container, ahd the 


furnace is contained in a square wooden box 
so cool that the hand can be placed op it.

_ Five thousand applicants either for work or 
for special relief have presented themselves at 
the Dublin Union since last Monday up to 
yesterday. The Commissioners, who are de- 
termined that as far as possible every 
veserving case shail have attention, have 
arranged that some three hundred men will 
he employed by Monday next on work of 
various kinds, including the clearing of sites 
for building schemes. 

hen Section 13 of the 1898 Act was put 
into operation to meet a somewhat similar 
crisis in March, 1926, the cost for a period of 
four weeks was about £12,000.

At Longíord County Board of Health meet- 
ing the Free State Local Government Depart- 
ment’s lette: and report of thei medical] in- 
spector, Dr. MacCormack, on the result of a 
recent sworn inquiry, were considered, when 
it was decided to adjourn the matter to next 
meeting for a full Board attendance to deal 
with it. 


The inguiry was held into the genera! 
management of the Longford Co inty Hospital 
following a report by the Matron, Miss W. 
Neary, on June 26 last, about a nurse admit- 
ting two men at half-past two o'clock on the 
night of June 16 last. 

The Department stated that the nurse acted 
quite bona-fide in obtaining the keys of the 
front door of the hospital from the Matron 
that night, but that she should have explained 
everything fully to the Matron subsequently. 

Another matter inquired into was with 
reference to incidents that were alleged to 
have taken place between the Matron and 
Nurse Farrell when the Matfon was about to 
leave on her holidays last Jply. As to this, 
the Minister stated that the details reflected 
no credit on either party, and as to Nurse 
Farrell’s action he took a serious view. 

REDRESS OF GRIEVANCES. 

The means employed for the redress of 
whatever grievances Nurse Farrell might have 
had were contrary to all regulations. She 
in her refusal to give up the keys 
of the Matron’s room, and her conduct 
deserved severe censure. Disciplinary mea 
| sures would be taken if there were airy oom 
plaints against her in future.

PRINCIPAL'S STATEMENT. 

After the distribution of prizes, 

The Principal (the Rev. Dr. Irwin) sub- 
mitted his report, which stated,that the past 
year had probably been the most successful 
through which the school had passed. One 
hundred and fifty new pupils were admitted, 
and the numbers on the rolls had, for the 
first time in the history of the school, ex- 
ceeded 500. They were unable to accomino- 
date all the applicants for places in — 
ber, and a waiting list had to be opened. In 
the Intermediate examinations their iesulis 
were highly satisfactory, and the distinctions 
won by pupils entering the University were 
brilliant. Of the candidates entering for the 
middle certificate, 26 passed, and 13 of these

passed with honours. J. C. 
one of the £80 scholarships. Calcutt and 
Gruson were almost successful. Most of 
these scholarships were won by students who 
took Irish. 

From the senior division twelve pupils 
matriculated. Three of these won sizarships 
—Miss Huddie being first in modern 
languages, Husgood second in experimental 
science, and Miss Sayers second in Hebrew, 
Misses Huddie and Hosgood also obtaining 
junior exhibitions, 

A senior division—with twelve successful 
at matriculation—securing three sizarships— 
two junior exhibitions and four entrance 
prizes, three of them being first place—has 
given a good account of itself. i | 

The distinctions won by old pupils passing 
through the University had seldom, if ever, 
been equalled. 

The University authorities, he submitted, 
had no occasion to change their opinion of 
the College, expressed when the late Sir 
Robert Hart received an honorary degree. 
There were not sufficient openings for all such 
bovs in this country, and there was no alter- 
native to emigration. As a consequence in 
every corner of the Empire their old boys 
were to be found, many of them holding high 
positions, 

THE SCHOOL CURRICULUM. 

'“In view of this fact,’’ he went on, “ the 
subjects included in the school curriculum are 
of supreme importance. The Ministry of 
Education have intimated that in future the 
five subjects, Irish, English, history and 
geography, science, and mathematics, are to 
be compulsory for the Intermediate certifi- 
cate. If adequate time be devoted to these 
subjects, there remains but little time for 
Latin and Greek, French and German. 

A curriculum that gives scant attention to 
the ancient classics and to French and Ger- 
man is not liberal erough for a secondary 
school education. For the leaving certificate 
a pupil may select his gh “ig from the ap- 
proved list, provided he takes either Irish or 
English. As it is obviously impossible to 
take up a subject with the hope of passing in 
it in two years, this privilege does not mean 
much.‘ He can only succeed by continuing 
the study of those subjects that he has fol- 
lowed in the earlier years, and, as I have 
said, five of these have been determined for 
him 
‘‘Some re-arrangement or re grouping of 
subjects is absolutely necessary so as to give 
the schools more freedom. The Ministry can 
meet and satisfy the demands of all the 
schools by simply allowing pupils to select 
from. an approved list their subjects for the 
Intermediate certificate, as they are now 
allowed to do for the leaving certificate. 
This simple concession would satisfy every- 
body.’’ 

THE MEMORIAL. 

The great event of the school year, 
tinued the Principal, was the opening and 
dedication of the Memorial Chapel, 
took place in April. They were proud of 
that building, and felt that some adequate 
tribute had been paid to the hundreds of old 
boys who joined up. It was a permanent 
token of their affection for the gallant lads 
who fell. 

Their school premises were now amongst 
the best in Ireland. Their boarders came from 
every corner of the land. In this respect 
they had a united Ireland. Their aim was 
that the atmosphere of the school should be 
religious, aud that in work and play there 
should be inculeated the principles of truth 
and honour, reverence, courtesy and fair play. 

THE CHAIRMAN, 

Colonel Fullerton, in congratulating the 
prize winners, said that the examination 
system had been severely criticised, and yet 
there appeared to be no other way of drriving 
at an estimate of the knowledge possegsed by 
a candidate for advancement. He thought, 
however, that the character of examinations 
had changed somewhat in recent years. The 
examiner of to day was sympathetic, courteous 
and considerate. His ‘oral ”' was of the 
nature of a friendly conversation with the 
candidate, and the great gulf fixed between 
the examiner and his victim which @xisted in 
former times had almost entirely disappeared. 
In fact, the examiner of to-day set out to 
discover by kindly and judicious questioning 
his stock of originality and resource. If 
a né could not produce his knowledge to 
a friendly and sympathetic examiner, he was 
not likely to be able to call upon it in an 
emergency, when it might be of paramount 
importance so to do. 

To those who had tried hard and failed to 
secure prizes he offered a word of encourage- 
ment. There were many students who h: da 
sound knowledge of their work, and yet were 
not able, perhaps, to add that little touch of 
finesse which made ail the difference ir an 
honours examination. Failure to figure in the 
honours list did not necessarily signify want 
of ability or application, and the subsequent 
career of many of their pupils showed that a 
boy or girl who had failed to win prizes at 
school might not fail some of the highest 
prizes in life. He was greatly struck by the 
courses of study prescribed for those who 
entered the preparatory school. Nothing, in 
his opinion, could be more suitable. Their 
teachers had aimed at laying the foundation 
of a truly liberal education. Their teachers 
had recognised the prime importance, even 
in those early years, of what were called the 
humanities. He had never ceased to regret 
that he did not spend more time at the 
classics.

THE CLASSICS, 

A knowledge of classics is essential if a 
man is to be considered a suitable companion 
for men of culture, the Chairman continued. 
Even a small amount. properly assimilated 
during school life, can be kept up and added 
to from time to time as opportunity offers. 
In recent years attempts have been made to 
exclude Greek and Latin from the curriculum 
of those who are destined for a career in 
science or medicine. Nothing could be more 
detrimental to the best interests of a student 
who aims at getting the very best out of life. 
Many of us who howe had a more or less 
scientific training, and have neglected the 
study of history, literature, language, and 
philosophy, have felt the need of these sub- 
jects so much in our daily life that we are 
determined to see to it that our national 
education is placed on a higher plane than 
the merely material and utilitarian one. 

Having congratulated the students on their 
sports record, Colonel Fullerton closed his 
address with a tribute of respect to the 
memory of the 84 lads who laid down their 
lives in the Great War. ‘‘ You,”’ he said, 
‘“ have erected a memorial to them, beautiful 
in its chaste simplicity; and in the calm and 
peace of this little “hapel many generations 
of pupils will recall with pride and thanks- 
giving the noble deeds and self-sacrifice of 
the p eal dead.’’ 

On the motion of Dr. Parsons, seconded by 
Sir William Thompson, a cordial vote of 
thanks was conveyed to Colonel Fullerton.

EDUCATION. 


PLEA FOR FREEDOM IN 
CHOICE OF SUBJECTS.

“At the examinations to be held next 
June, Irish will be a compulsory subject for 
the Intermediate Certificate, and I want to 
put before you exactly how this affects a 
school of this kind,’’ Miss Stanton, M.A., 
Headmistress of Rutland High School, Dublin, 
said at the distribution of prizes held yester- 
day in the School Gymnasium. 

“The subjects, she proceeded, '“ now 
taught to the majority of secondary school 
oe are English, twe other languages, 
listory, geography, and mathematics and 
science. The question arises, which two 
languages are to be chosen’ As far as the 
Intermediate Certificate is concerned the only 
languages necessary for a pass next year are 
Irish and English; from which it will be seen 
that the tendency is to ignore the study of 
foreign languages; but we shall take it that 
a good many pupils will continue to study 
two languages other than English. 

THE ALTERNATIVE. 

“I think most of our parents will accept 
the fact that French is a sound educational 
and commercial subject, and that it ought 
to be included in our programme, We are 
left to make the choice between Irish and 
Latin. If the children are to take Civil 
Service positions in this country Irish must 
be the choice; if they are preparing for the 
university, Latin. Those who walle Latin 
their choice are penalised by not being 
allowed to compete for the Intermediate 
Certificate. Then it is well known that 
the resources of Ireland are insufficient to 
provide openings for all her educated people, 
and no one can claim that the knowledge of 
Irish is of any advantage outside the Free 


State. 
COMPULSORY IRISH. 

“I do not apologise for going into this 
subject in detail, although it is qne which 
is coming up for discussion at all educational 
meetings. I think it is so immensely im- 
portant for everyone to realise the great in- 
jury that is being done to secondary educa- 
tion in this country by making Irish a com- 
pulsory subject for the Intermediate Certi- 
ficate. 

“In the Leaving Certificate course Irish 
is not compulsory, but before this standard 
has been reached the injury has been done. 
It is not only Protestant schools that are in 
difficulties, the ‘President of St. Patrick’s 
College, Maynooth, at the annual conferring 
of degrees last month, spoke very plainly of 
the weakness of the present system of 
secondary education. Surely this remarkable 
unanimity of opinion cannot lightly be set 
aside. 

‘It is to be hoped that the Free State 
Board of Education will see their way to 
modifying their programme so as to allow more 
freedom of choice.” 

Miss Stanton deplored the delay in the 
production of a pension scheme for secondary 
teachers as a grave injustice to the teaching 
profession. 

THE BISHOP OF LIMERICK. 

The Bishop of Limerick, who presided, 
spoke of his first visit to Rutland High 
School, half a century ago, and of the many 
changes for the better that had taken place 
since then in the education of girls. He said 
that the school had many honourable tradi- 
tions, and he was sure their new head- 
mistress, Miss Stanton, would encourage 
whatever was good in that respect. Her own 
traditions, he continued, are excellent, both 
personal and academic; she comes of a stock 
that has been sending students to Trinity 
College for at least two hundred and fifty 
years. 

Referring to what had been said about 
the compulsory teaching of Irish, he said 
that if a referendum were taken in the Free 
State on this matter, he believed that, by an 
enormous majority, a change would be made 
in the present methed. 

A MISTAKE. 

‘On what grounds,”’ he asked, ‘‘ do our 
rulers put this compulsion on our youn 
people? I would be very ungrateful if 
had a word of contempt for the educational 
department. I am very gratef:1 to them, as 
a bishop, for the manner in which, over and 
over again, they have treated me and my 
people. I am talking of one particular line 
of policy. With all respect and deference, 
I think they are making a mistake. The 
danger is that when many of us are dead 
the mistake mny be undone, but the results 
to this generation can never be undone. 
Would it not be suitable, considering the 
history of this country, to allow a choice? 
Give Irish and Latin a place side by side. 
Latin is the basic language of the people 
who were the first inhabitants of this 
country. Let the girls make their choice. 
I have very high authority for thinking that 
such a solution of our difficulties would have 
commended itself to a very great Irishman 
not very long since taken from us—the late 
Cardinal Logue. 

PLEA FOR LATIN. 

“Many years ago, when the use of 

Esperanto was proposed, he suggested that we 


should fall back on the use of Latin. Whether 
His Eminence changed his mind later on 
this point I do not know. Why not make 
Latin a language to be “learned by every 
civilised man’ By all means keep Gaelic as 
a language to be learned by all who wish 
to do so. Give those who do not wish it 
a second choice. I believe this would make 
Gaelic mote popular than it is at present, 
and also it would keep people in touch with 
the great classical literature. 
NO DRAWBACK. 

‘This course would be no drawback to 
our friends in the Roman Catholic Church. 
They use Latin in their Services, and in the 
conferences, and the study of this language 
would not in any way be outside of what 
might be expected from them. As one closely 
concerned in education, I must say a word 
of remonstrance to those who are guiding 
our educational policy, and would respe-t- 
fully submit the alternative I have ventured 
to quote.”

Court. yesterday by Mr. Vincent Rice, K.C., 
on behalf of a number of licensed traders io1 
an order exempting them between 2.30 and 
3.30 from the 19th to the 24th December was 
refused by Mr. Cussen, D.J., who quoted the 
views of the late Minister on the Act, and 
said that during Christmas week there was 
the desire not to go drinking, but to go 
shopping.

The Justice—Is not the real reason they 
want facility to supply drink’? 

Mr. Rice—These houses will be greatly in- 
convenienced if they cannot carry on their 
“mixed '” business during Christmas week, 
and it will also inconvenience their customers. 

Mr. O'Neill, vice-chairman of the Licensed 
Trades Association, and Mr. Ryan, secretary, 
gave evidence as to the inconvenience that 
would result from the licensed houses being 
closed during the hour 2.20 to 2.20 in 
Christmas week, 

The Justice pointed out that included in 
the list of aputicatione were such places as 
Kilmainham, Stoneybatter, Blackrock, and 
other districts outside the city, and said that 
these could not be considered as places which 
would have concourses of people meeting 
during Christmas week. 

Mr. O'Flaherty (State Solicitor’s Office) said 
that, whatever the Justice's opinion would be 
of the licensed premises in the city proper and 
Kingstown, places outside the city should not 
be granted exemption orders. 

The Justice said that he had no doubt that 
the Licensing Act of 1927 had done a great 
deal of good. The late Minister, after that 
Act had been passed, said to him: “ Although 
the closing hours were reduced from two to 
one hour, a great deal of good will be done. 
It will rout out of the bars in the middle of 
the day gan who would, perhaps, stay 
there. They would get the fresh air and. 
perhaps, not return again.” 

He agreed with that. While the Act might 
inconvenience a large number of people, it did 
a lot of good to a great many, and in that 
connection he would say that he had found 
the licensed trade to be as anxious to en. 
courage temperance as any other body. If 
there was one period of the year which 
eu did not require the service of public- 
ouses, it would be the shopping week before 
Christmas, when there was the desire not to 
go drinking, but to go shopping. He could 
not find any evidence to justify his granting 
the exemption orders, and he refused all the 
applications, 


SMOKING CONCERTS AND DINNERS. 

Exemption orders were granted to the Cen- 
tral Hotel for the 16th and 21st December, the 
occasions heing smoking concerts held by the 
Commercial Travellers’ Association and the 
independent Newspaper Sports Club, on the 
undertaking that no drink would be sold after 
10 o'clock, that which would be supplied up 
to 10 o'clock to be paid for before 10 o'clock. 

The Justice said that this order was not 
to be taken as a precedent for smoking con- 
certs. He granted these exemptions because 
of the special circumstances of travellers and 
newspaper workers, whose hours of duty were 
not ordinary.

Protection of Girls. 

Last week Mr. William Carrigan,. K.C., 
Senior State Counsel, expressed alarm at 
the growth of infanticide in the twenty- 
six counties: he said that they were being 
swept by a wave of this horrid crime.

The Parliamentary: Labour . Party 
England has approved of the proposal to 
levy a ' on incomes derived from 
investments and. property.”

October, when it was announced with a 
great flourish of trumpets asa’ measure that 
probably would sweep the country at the 
next general election.. It is-a delightfully 
simple project. If, and when, the: Labour 
Party assumes office, an additional tax 
will be imposed: on all*incomes of more 
than £500 per.annum,. provided that they 
are “unearned.”’ The new tax will be 
graded carefully and will be accompanied 
by an increase in the already absurdly 
high death duties; and the financial 
wizards of the Labour Party assert that 
the Exchequer “will . benefit to the extent 
of about £100,000,000'a. year, without any 
real discomfort’ to “anybody. Mr, Ramsay 
Macdonald has. given his blessing to.the 
scheme, but Mr. Philip ‘Snowden, who 
was the most successful, member of the 
Labour, Government ‘of 1924, damns. it 
roundly, and declares. that it is. funda 
mentally unsound. Apparently ‘the Labour 
Party. of Great Britain 1s obsessed with 
the idea of a tax‘on capital.

An invited audienge, composed chiefly of 
several hundred‘ cletyymen, including bishops, 
saw at Covent Garden (pera House, London, 
yesterday, the first production of the widely- 
discussed film, ‘‘ The King of Kings,’’ which 
portrays the closing episodes in the life of 
Christ, from the earlier miracles to the 
Crucifixion and Ascension, which has just 
been iicensed for public exhibition by the 
London County Council. 

The. presentation was simple, and the 
orchestral acCompahiment consisted chieily of 
hymns and. selections from Wagner's 
“ Parsifal.’’ 

After the film had been shown the following 
views were expressed to a Press Association 
representative ” members. of, the audience :— 

A Bisnop— The general effect is reverend, 
good, and helpful. Like everything else in 
this world, we cannot expect a film like this 
to be perfect. 

Tie Bisnor or Bravrorp (Dr. A. W. T. 
Perowne)—I think people should come. to 
see it. 

Tur Rev. Cyrim Jackson (Succentor of 
Southwark Cathedral)~I cannot find words 
which expréss at all adequately my admira- 
tion .of the care and reverefce which have 
obviously been bestowed upon it. The 
criticisme which have been made about the 
Crucifixion! scene seem unnecessary. To me 
the effect was most inspiring. 

Tas - Rev. Srvart Scorr (Congrega- 
tional, Union)}—This film was bound to come 
sooner or later. The greatest drama ever 
staged on this planet could not remain for 
ever unnoticed by those whose life-work is to 
mirror the actualities which affect human 
lives. 1 do not agree with the criticism 
that the portrayal of Christ is that of a weak 
character, On the contrary, He is strong, but 
His strength is admirably restrained. 

The Rev. PAut, Lirverrorr (Vicar of Holy 
Trinity, Shoteditch, who was formerly a 
Rabbi).—On the whole I think it 1s an ex- 
cellent production, calculated to do much 
good. As a Jew, I see one or two historical 
errors in dress, though they: will not seriously 
detract. But I do not think the film will be 
well received by the Jews. 

The Rev. H. Coxwetr Wuire (member of 
the London Public Morality Council).—There 
is nothing offensive in the film. It is done 
as well as any subject could be done, and 
simply: idustrates the impossibility of trying 
to film. the subject. 

The Rev C. Hatpew (Vicar of St. Jude's, 
Southwark).—I think it is a very fine film 
It 1s certainly reverend, and 1 shall advise 
people to come and see it. Perhaps the scene 
of Christ mending the child’s doil is too sen- 
timental, and might well have been left out. 

[After the earlier miracles, there is a scene 
displaying Christ mending the leg of a wooden 
doll given to him by a child.] 

Dr. Grimiezy (Catholic Missionary Society) 
—The intention is reverend and the lesson is 
there; but it is all too sentimental. The 
greatest fault is that incidents are selected 
from the life and put togethér in any order. 

The Rev. Owen F. Dvpisy (Roman 
Catholic Church).—I doubt very much 
whether Mark was a boy at the time 
portrayed, 

(The Apostle Mark is represented as a lame 
boy, who is cured by Christ. ] 

Throughout the person who takes the part 
of Christus, with his sudcen turning of the 
head, suegests a common film actor. The 
very much like the ballet of 
The incidents at the end of the 
Gospel story are hopelessly mixed, It is 
ridienlons to represent Christus ascending 
from a room.

When the case 
was called last day Mr. Gaffney objected to 
the methods employed by the prosecution, 
and it was with the greatest reluctance that 
the Inspector was got to put in a statement. 
Then Mr. Gaffney applied that two witnesses 
should be summoned who witnessed the 
occurrence in which Fitzgerald lost his life, 
and the case was adjourned for their 
attendance.

UNMARRIED MOTHERS. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—-The Committee for the Keiorm of the 
Laws ‘relating to the Protection of Women 
and Girls had under. consideration, at their 
last meeting, the statement made by Mr. 
Carrigan, &.U,, in the Centra: Criminai Court, 
that “a great wave of infanticide was passing 
over the country, and it was decided to 
draw the attention of the public, through the 
Press, to one of the chief causes that le 
behind this very “serioús problem. In the 
Free State the unmarried mother has no 
direct legal redress against the father of her 
child. The unfortunate girl has to bear the 
disgrace, to suffer ostracism by her friends, 
and has no means, other than the workhodse, 
of maintaining her baby. In these trying 
circumstances it is nol surprising that she is. 
sometimes driven to desperation aud, in a fit 
of temporary insanity, murders her child. 

In Great Britain for many years, and in 
Northern Ireland since 1924, it is possible to 
Obtain an “‘affiliation order,” under which 
the father is compelled to make a weekly 
payment for the maintenance and education 
of the child. The Committee have repeatedly 
urged on the Government the necessity for 
Similar legislation in this country: In 
October, 1954, a deputation waited on the late 
Minister for Justice and was promised that 
bills dealing with this and kindred matters 
would be introduced immediately. On several 
occasions since, representations have been 
made to the Ministry pressing for the intro- 
duction of these long delayed measures. 
Nothing has yet been done, though the 
promise has been repeatedly renewed. 

It is hoped that public opinion will be 
aroused by the serious statement of Mr. 
Oarrigan, and that as a result bills will be 
brought in on the re-assembling of the Dail 
dealing with the protection of girls through 
thé raising of the age of consent to eighteen 
or nineteen, and with the introduction of 
affiliation orders,” both-of which have been 
strongly recommended in the report of the 
Poor. Law Commission recently published. 
The Committee is appealing through. the 
medium of the Press in the hope that those 
who sympathise with 


who have to shoulder alone the burden of 


shame and disgrace, while the man goes free, 


may be stirred to support the claim for urgent 
attention to the remedying of this crying

Sin,—Hitherto the cry of ‘‘ Clericalism”’ 
has not. been raised in the Irish Free State, 
and there has been no occasion to raise it. 
The old cry of our Orange friends, ‘‘ Home 
Rule means Rome Rule,’ has been falsified ; 
but, if a play is to be howled down by an 
organised mob because, whether justly or 
unjustly, it criticises the clergy, that cry 
is likely to be raised. Why should not we 
clergy be criticised like anyone else? Do 
we never do anything to deserve it? If it 
is unjust, it can do us no harm; if it is 
just, it can do us nothing but good. Have 
not we all been criticised from childhood 
by our parents and family, by our teachers, 
lay and clerical, by our school-fellows, and 
by everyone else who thinks that we deserve 
it? It is to this criticism that we owe 
any good that is in us. 

n the State it is universally admitted that 
free criticism of the Government is neces- 
sary to good government. A Government 
without an opposition quickly degenerates. 
Free criticism leads to reform and ‘improye- 
ment; suppressed criticism Jeads to revolu- 
tion. Which is our better friend—the man 
who tells us to our face what he thinks of 
us or the man who says one thing to our 
face and another thing behind our back? 
llere is plenty of criticism in ireland of 
the Roman Catholie clergy, as of other clergy, 
The peculiarity of their criticiam is that it 
loses its good effect because it is not. done 
openly and ‘publicly. The result is that, 
instead of slow and steady improvement, we 
have national upheavals from time to time, 
one of which is happening in Mexico to-day. 
Surely a man whe compares his own dignity 
with that of kings and emperors, and of 
angels and archangels, would be the better 
of a little criticism, even if it were made on 
tne stage.—Yours, etc.,

It is obvious that these houses 
can never be permanently satisfactory, but 
the experiment has shown that it is work 
worth doing; for it has given a certain 
amount of ¢omfort to some of those families 
who are living in these conditions, and tends 
directly to prevent further congestion in the 
housing of the very poor, 

The Council is appealing for the sma)! 
sum of £100, which will not only put the 
into a fair state of repair, but will 
them to meet some administrative 
expenses: and to extend the work. Will 
those who realise the seriousness of the 
housing question, and their responsibility in

Godfrey Basil Herbert Mundy, aged 45, 
described as of Koubteh Kenton, Harrow, 
who attended for his public examination in 
St. Albans Bankruptcy Court yesterday, 
stated that on his coming of age in April, 
1925, he came into a fortune of about a 
quarter of a million pounds from his grand- 
father, Mr. John: Andrew, of the Toledo 
Steel Works, Sheffield, whereupon he left his 
father’s house at Barnstaple, and took a flat 
in the West End of London, where he spent 
his money freely. 

Mundy said that he occasionally had had a 
bet on a horse, and that he occasionally 
layed cards. There was an item of £750 in 
Ris deficiency account, representing losses at. 
cards. He had also lost a good deal cn 
motor cars, which were a hobby of his. At 
one time.he owned seven of them, two of 
them being racing cars. It was not long 
before he found git in financial diffi- 
culties, and he had to borrow from money 
lenders. In May a receiving order was made 
against him in the High Court. However, 
there would be a surplus of about £7,000, 
which now constituted his main assets. The 
deficiency in the present bankruptcy was 


£5,196. 
A GIFT OF £25,000. 

Up to the time of the High Court proceed- 
ings he had received, he said, approxifnately 
£80,000 or £90,000 from the trustées under 
the will, and that had all gone. He had 
made gifts amounting to. about £25,000 to 
his father, and had settled upon ‘himself 
£25,500, but thé settlement lavingy béen 
made within two years of his bankruptéy it 
had been declared void, so that he had. really 
got rid of between £30,000 and £40,000. im 
two years, but he did not admit that that 
constituted extravagant living. 

MONEY-LENDERS’ INTEREST. 

He had received from various money-lenders 
£2,650, and he agreed to repay £10,150, 
which represented £7,500.in interest. He 
had also given two bills for £1,000 each for 
jewellerv, for which he was only: able to 
obtain £300, which represented £1,700 interest 
on the £300 

The debtor said that he was associated in 
thé formation‘ of Air Taxis, Ltd., Stag Aero: 
drome, Edgware, of which he was a director, 
with £2,010 shares, the certificates for which 
were in the hands of the trustees in bank- 
riptey.

COOK FATALLY BURNED. 


COMPENSATION APPEAL. 
(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE SULLIVAN AND 
JUSTICE HANN 


The applicants in & case under the Work- 
men's Compensation Act of Elizabeth and 
Mary Jeaunette and others, of 22 Brian ter- 
race, Croydon Park, Fairview, Dublin, against 
the Earl of Dunraven, appealed against an 
award of the-Civcuit Judge, made at Lime- 
tick on October ó, 1927. The Circuit Judge 
foygnd that Mary scála, mother of the 
appheants, was a “ workman’’ within the 
meaning of the Act, and that Elizabeth Jean- 
nette was partially dependent on her mother s 
earnings, and he awarded a sum of £52 10s. 
in respect of ‘such: partial dependency. 

The appeal was taken on the gronnds that 
the Circuit Judge was wrong in law in hold- 
ing that Elizabeth Jeannette was only 
pertially dependent ‘on her mothers earnings ; 
that the finding of partial. dependency was 
against the weight of evidence, and that the 
judge should have held that Elizabeth was 
totally dependent ov her mother’s earnings, 
and that Mary was partially dependent ; also, 
that the amount awarded was wholly inade- 
quate. 

It appeared that in April of the present 
vear Mary Jeannette, mother of the appel- 
ants, was employed as a professional cook 
the Adare Arms Hotel, Co. Limerick, 
owned by the respondent. In the course of 
her work her clothing caught fire. and she 
was severely burned. Two days later she 
died 

During part of the year she earned from 
£3 to £4 weekly; at another period her earn- 
ings were 30s. weekly, with board and lodz- 
ing, while at another pert of the year she 
was at home idle, except for a few occasions 
on which she cooked special dinners. 

Three of her daughters—Catherine. 
Margaret, and Mary—were employed in Dub. 
lin, while the other daughter, Elizabeth, who 
was not in good health, stayed at home, and 
ey id light housework. 
it was stated that the deceased womau. 
when out of employment, lived with ter 
daughters in Dubin. 

Their lordships decided to send the case 
back for re-hearing before the Circuit Judge 
at: Limerick. 

A certificate was granted to the respondent 
to appeal to the Supreme Court. and the 
costs of the present hearing were reserved 
until the question of the appeal was disposed 
ol,

TYRONE AND CLARE ESTATES. 


(BEFORE THE CHIEF JUSTICE, MR. JUSTICE 
bie “is MR.

The hearing was resumed of the appeals 
by the defendants, in the cases of Gaussen v. 
Ellis and same v. same, from a judgment o 
Mr. Justice Johnston in the High Court on 
the 19th of May last, on questions arising on 
the construction of the will of the late Sir 
William McMahon, Bart., Master of the 
Rolls in Ireland from 1814 to 1837, who died 
in 1837, teaving a large amount of 
veal. and personal property, which 
he distributed amongst his widow, five 
sons and three daughters. The provisions of 
the will had been modified by a private Act 
of Parliament passed in 1961. e testator 
directed the trustees of his will to receive 
the whole of the income, rents and _ profits 
arising from all his property; to pay a 
jointure of £1,200 a year to his widow, 
aunuities amounting to £1,000, and £500 a 
vear each to his two eldest sons, Beresford 
Burton and William John, the former to bave 
in addition certain powers of —- and 
providing for the younger children. 

Out of the surplus he directed that the 
trustees should set aside £1,200 each year 
during the lifetime of Beresford Burton 
McMahon to form au accumulated fund, to 
be used in purchase any eligible property 
offered for sale in the Couey Tyrone—the 
remainder to be divided equally amongst all 
the children of the testator living at hs 
death. 

The accumulations cersed on the death of 
the eldest son, when the limitations in the 
will with regard to the accumulated fund 
came into operation. The will also contained 
4 clause wean to trusts and remainders 
with respect to testators daughters, etc. 
His daughter, Louisa, who had married 
Francis Ellis, died in 1889, and her eldest 
son, Thomas Elhs, executed a disentailing 
deed on June 30, 1911, which seemed to have 
further complhcated matters, and died on 
February Ist, 1918; while the trustees and 
executors of the will of Thomas Ellis claimed 
the whole of the Tyrone and-Clare estates, 
contending that cross-remainders for life and 
in tail male between the testator’s daughters 
and their respective issue mele should he 
read into the will. 

In the action in the High Court the 
plaintiffs sought to have the trusts of the 
two indentures of resettlement, dated August 
28, 1861. carried into execution under the 
order of the Court, and the defendants 
counter ed for rectification of the re- 
settlement? of the Tyrone and Clare estates 
by inserting euch limitations by way of cross- 
remainders, and rectification of the accounts. 

Mr. Fitzgerald, R.C. and Mr. Bowen 
(instructed by Messrs. French and French) 
appeared for the appellant. G. Y. Smith; Mr. 
Jellett, K.C., and Mr. Poole (instructed by 
Mr. W. A. Ingram) for the appellants, Louisa 
D. Ellis, Wilham Ellis and á R. Ellis; Mr. 
Walker, K.C.; Mr. McCann, K.C., and Mr. 
Macrory (instructed by Mr. C. O’Brien) for 
the appellants, Charlotte Stuart and Caroline 
Wilhelmina Perceval; and Mr. A. Meredith, 
K.C., and Mr. Chadwick (instructed by Mr 
A. Douglas English) for the respondents and 
plaintiffs. 

In the course of the arguments, which were 
necessarily of a more or lose technical nature 
throughout, the questiop arose while Mr. 
Jellett, K.C., was addressing the Court in 
connection with the accumulated fund and 
the purchase of land for which it was to be 
appled, as to whether the Tyrone estate was 
real or personal property under the circum- 
stances. 

Mr. Walker, K.C., said that he was !n- 
structed that it consisted in part, at least, of 
leasehold property. . 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., said that he wag in- 
structed that it was freehold and all held 
in perpetuity. His solicitor told him that it 
was all freehold—the whole of it. In the 
statute, and also in the settlements, it was 
dealt. with as freehold estate. 

Mr. Justice Fitzgibbon—It may be all free- 
hold now. The question is whether it was 
freehold when the will was made. 

Mr. dellett said that his solicitor, Mr. 
English, who was personally acquainted with 
the matter, informed him that the Tyrone 
Estate was dealt with in the conveyance in 
18253 as freehold property. He pointed out 
that the important, thing was how the parties 
dealt with it themselves, and it was quite 
obvious that in their own statute and else 
where it had been dealt with as real estate. 

The arguments had not concluded when 
the Court rose, and 
The further hearing of the appeal was 
adjourned till next term owing to the state 
of. the lists.

SANDYFORD MURDER 
CHARGE.

Thomas Patrick Sheehy pleaded not guilty 
to the murder of Joseph Daly at Sandytoru. 
Co. Dublin, on Saturday, Sth July, 10G/, the 
prizoner then being a soldier of the National 
Army. He was defended by Mr. Albert L, 
Wood, R.C. and Mr. Eugene Sheehy (in 
structed by Mr. Henry Lemass). i 

Mr. W. Cuairigan, Senior State 
said that there was no doubt that the 
prisoner @shot Daly, and it was for the 
prisoner to satisfy the jury that he took 
Daly's life in circumstances that justified 
him; or that, if he was not justified, he was 
at lect exci sably driven to shoot at Daly. 
ov that he scot him unintentionally in a 
quarrel. and se might be guilty of man- 
siaug.ter. al) rot murder. 

... VISITS TO PUBLICHOUSES. 

Deiailing the cir, stances that led up to 
the shvoting, Mr, Carrigan said that Daly 
and two friends, Quinn and Keves, left Dublin 
in Quinn’s motor car, and visited Flavin s 
publie-house at Sandyford. Daly left for a 
few minutes and might have visited a friend 
who lived across the road—a man named 
McClean. 

‘Lie Dublin trio then went. on to McGrath's 
public-house at Stepaside, where they met 
McClean coming out with the prisoner, who 
was a chauffeur in the employment of Genera! 
McMahon, living at Park Lodge, near Glen- 
cairn, and a man named McCauley, who was 
a gardener in General McMahon's employ- 
ment. McCauley weut home, and McClean 
and the prisoner went back to McClean’s 
house at Sandyford. Daly and his friend had 
a drink at McGrath's, and also came back 
to Sandyford. 

Daly went into McClean’s house, and was 
infroduced to the prisoner and Mrs. McClean. 
There was a friendly conversation, aud Daly 
and the prisoner soon afterwards left. 

Ten minutes later McClean went out, and 
he met Sheehy, Daly and Quinn entering 
his gate. He passed them, and was. speaking 
to Keyes when there was a series of shots 
in rapid succession. McClean ran back into 
his plot and saw Daly lying. on his back 
motionless, and Quinn lying at the hall-doo 
of the house. As he was going into the 
yard McClean said that he met the prisone: 
coming out with a revolver in his hand. 
The prisoner said: ' These fellows called me 
a C.LD. man.” 

THREE MEN SHOT. 

Seven shots had been fired. The prisoner 
had the most, deadly weapon, a parabellum 
automatic pistol, which carned seven charges 
of ammunition, Quinn was shot in the right 
thigh and right foot. Daly had a terrible 
wound in the abdomen; the bullet was em- 
hedded in the spine, causing instantaneous 
death. He was é An shot, in the right thigh. 
Quinn was taken to hospital and had since 
recovered. 

The prisoner received a wound in the right 
thigh, but was able to get into his moto! 
car and drive to Stepaside police barracks, 
where he told a Guard that he had shut 
two men, and told the Sergeant that ‘three 
die-hards attacked me and I got two of 
them.” 

Vincent, Ouinn gave evidence of the motor 
drive to Sandyford.

MeClean 
said that he did not know their names, but 
that they were friends of his. Keyes did 
not seem pleased with the introduction and 
he moved away, and Daly said, '“Te h—— 
with the Pope and the North of Ireland, too.” 
(Laughter. )

John McClean described the incidents in 
Flavin’s publichouse. Later he saw Daly, 
ae and Keyes at MeGrath's premises.

the prisoner, and the two men left shortly 
afterwards, ) 

The shooting took place about fifteen 
minutes afterwards, and on rushing into the 
yard he saw Daly lying on the ground. The 
prisoner was there, and said that he had shot 
a man, or wouuded a man, and was roing to 
the police. The deceased man appeared te 
have been drinking, but Sheehy was 
apparently sober.

In cross-examination by Mr. Wood, the 
witness denied that he introduced Daly and 
Sheehy in McGrath's public-house.

The witness said that he heard no shouting.

The further hearing was adjourned until 
this morning, the jury being locked up for 
the night at the Dolphin Hotel. '

A CONFLICT OF EVIDENCE. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 

Denis O'Sullivan, dairy proprietor, residing 
at Ballybrack, County Dublin, sued Hugh 
Buyers, Dalkey, to recover £100 damages 
for injury done to his motor lorry ‘through 
negligence of the defendant in the ‘driving 
of another motor vehicle on the public road 
near: Ballybrack on the morning ef the 29th 
July last. 

Charles Geraghty, a servant of the plain- 
tiff, who was in the lorry at the time of 
the collision, said that. Buyers came down 
the road at a rate of thirty miles an hour, 
and “without warning.” Buyers said: '“' 
was watching. you for a long,time. This 
means a new car for me.” Mr. O'Sullivan’s 
car was going at not more than three miles 
an hour, and its horn was sounded before 
it came out on the road, 

Hugh Buyers, the defendant, said that his 
cir was going at only twelve to fifteen miles 
au hour, and he had sounded the horn. The 
plaintiff's car, he said, was going at fifteen 
miles an hour. He admitted that he crashed 
into the middle of the plaintiff's car, but it 
was the latter's driver's fault. He also 
admitted having said to young O'Sullivan: 
"“ You'll have to put a new car on the road 
for me.” 

The Judge said that, as usual in these 
cases, there was a great conflict of evidence. 
He concluded that the plaintiff's evidence 
was the more probable, and. that Mr. 
Buyers’s evidence was improbable. He gave 
the plaintiff a decree for £30 and costs. ~ He 
dismissed Mr. Buyers's counter-claim.

The men then removed three of the 
bags from the van, broke the seals and 
searched amongst the letters. One man in. 
quived if there was any money in the mails, 
atd the witness said not, and then drove 
away, He reported the occarrence at 
Broadford Post Office. 

Detective Guard Mulroy deposed to the 
arrest of the two accused men a few. hours 
after the ‘‘hold up.” Both made state. 
ments admitting the offence, adding that 
thev took the motor’ car from .Doonass 
House, and drove riz Killaloe to Broadford.
